At Cynthiana, Ky., Feb. 23, sen 
sational testimony in connection 
with the Jettand While trial 
brought out in the A. C. Adams 
trial for perjury. In the Jett and 
White trial at the special term ol 
court at Cynthiana last August, 
Adams testified that he rode from 
home, nine miles, to Jackson 
had just hitched his horse cn 
street when he heard the shots that 
killed Marcum, saying he saw Curt 
Jett at Hargis' store at the time of 
thesh< 

The grand jury which met two 
weeks after the testimony was given 
indicted Adaius fur false swearing.

ADAMS BREAKS DOWH. 

Adams arose to address the jury, 
but broke down and wept before he 
had spoken one minute. 

He said George Bowling came to 
him and said Curt Jett had killed 
Marcum for Callahan and Hargis, 
and that he would have to testify 
for him. He said he refused, and 
Bowling and Sheriff Ed Callahan 
came to him again with a letter 



cum. He said French told him 
that he (Adams) knew about the 
French Eversole feud in Perry 
county, and that he (French) was 
a 'man-eater." Adams said the 
suit of clothes he had on came from 
Hargis' store, and that French had 
promised him $50 more, hut said 
"Bribe or no bribe, you will have ti 
testify for uh." 

Adams also said that while he 
was in Cynthiana, Callahan came 
to him and told him that if he tried 
to run away he and his family 
would be killed. -He then asked 
the jury to have mercy on him for 
hie family's Bak-. He said his 
character was above reproach he- 
fore he got into the hands of the 
band of assassins which ruled 
Breathitt county, but that he was 
willing to go to the penitentiary 
and pay the penalty for his wrong- 
doing, but pleaded for a light sen- 
tenoe. 

Judge J. J. Osborne, presiding 
Judge at the Jett-White trial, vol 
untarily addressed the jury in be- 
half of Adams. County Attorney 
Webster addressed the jury, saying, 
in part, that the State would be 
better off with Hargis and Callahan 
in the penitentiary than by sending 
Adams there. The jury returned a 
verdict of one year in the peniten- 
tiary, the least sentence. As Judge 
L. P. Fryer, the presiding Judge, 
was Commonwealth's Attorney dur- 
ing the Jett and White trial and 
in bringing indictments 
against Adams, he vacated t 
bench, and Judge Lucius Desha, 
Newport, Ky., tried the case. 

The case against George Bowli 
for perjury was called, and. 
Bowling did not appear, his bond of 
$500 was forfeited. His bondsmi 
is Senator Alex Hargis, brother of 
James Hargis.

Hay Re Timber Earth. 

Catalpa Speciosa, a tree of re- 
markable growth and great value 

for its wood to be exhibited at the 
World's Fair. 

A wedge taken from a sixteen 
year old tree near Hagerstown, Ind. 
was twenty one inches in diameter 
and from its trunk could be made 
fire ordinary railroad cross ties 
From root to limb the body ll 
sraight and regular. The trees 
reach a height of 100 feet and si: 
feet in diameter. 

The value of the C i-lpa wood 
is very great and its uses varied, 
It is susceptible to a fine polish for 
the inside furnishing of houses and 
possesses the quality of great du 
rability. making It also available 
for railway cross-ties, telegraph 
poles and other severe uses. 

When the first President Harri- 
son went to Indiana in about 1818 
be found the Catalpa tree growing 
in abundaaee along the Wabash 
river and was at once struck by its 
beauty. The Indians and early 
settlers had wondered at its thrift- 
iness and stories were told of the 
rupid growth of forests. For the 
last fifty years railroad engineers 
have been experimenting in its cul- 
tivation. In the earlier efforts at 
transplanting an inferior variety 
was chosen. About forty years ago 
the late E. £. Barney, of Dayton, 
0-, compiled a book giving ex 
iences of engineers who had tested 
the wood. This book aioused the 
terest of rboriculturists every 
liereand following its appearance 
there was a great deal of planting. 

H. H. Hunnewell, of Boston, a 
director in the Fort Scott & Mem 
phis railroad, Into 1,200 acres of 
Catalpa planted at Farlington, 
Kan. The trees were set four feet 
each way however, and on account 
of their crowded conditior did not 
prosper. In more recent year, 
planting has been successful in dif- 
ferent localities. 

Near New Orleans the Illinois 
Central planted 200 acres in Catal- 
pa and two Biston railroads plant- 
ed probably 100,000 acres in New 
land. The Michigan' Cen 

.ung forest 6t 50,000 acres i 
ianapolis is owned by the Big 
r. In Kansas a Mr. Veggy ha 
300 acres of growing Catalpa 
Other plantations 35 to 500 acre 
are numerous. 

Ties made from the Catalpa wood 
periments show, need no treat 
en t for their preservation, as th.

The United States Senate on

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QUEER CAUSES OF FIRES. 

Cat May Hart Set Gin Ablt*t-Adr 
juster's Experience. 

'A Are insurance adjmter runs 
afoul of many queer happenings," 
said one of these gentlemen a 
short time ago, according to the 
New Orleans Times Democrat. 

I once had to adjust a Are loss 
io a country cotton gin. The gin 
wasn't totally destroyed, and the 
origin of the fire was a complete 
mystery, not a soul in connection 
with the gin being able to explain 
the cause of the fire. All precau- 
tions necessary in a steam gin 
plant had been carefully observed 
do fire or matches had been 
permitted near the cotton. After 
careful investigation with no re- 
sults I began to examine the 
burned part of the building, and it 
truck me that some substance 
might have struck the teeth of the 
gin and ignited the cotton. After 
a most careful search, what do 
you think I found? Some small 
charred bones, which offered suffl 
it explanation. I showed the 
bones to the manager of the gin, 
and after thinking a moment he 
exclaimed: 'Why, (hat's nil that's 
left of our old cat and tier kittens.' 
He said that he had missed the 
cat and kittens, but thought they 
had been destroyed in the tire, 
j never dreamed that they had 
ised the tire. From thisexpla 
lion it appeared that the cat 
took her kittens to the ootton bin 
above the gin, and, having gone to 
sleep, was carried down into the 
gin, and the bones strikiug the 
saws caused the Are. 

Another case cam» under my 
observation which caused me 
some amusement. A saloon keep- 
er had a fire, during which 18 bar- 
rels of whisky were rolled out of 
the building, and after the fire 
was put out they were rolled back. 
The damage was very slight on 
the building and stock, but he 
claimed a loss of about one third 
of each barrel of whisky rolled 
out, caused, as h« afaatBMd, !>v leak- 
age. The barrels were gauged, 
t I didn't believe him and held 
up his claim. I soon afterward 
got hold of the revenue inspector 
for the district and got his report 
on the man's whisky, which 
proved that at the time of the fire 
there was more whisky in the bar- 
rels than there was when the in 
tpteter gauged it, which was a vi 
olation of the internal revenue

tiled in ',the office of the Secretary 
of State. 

The Senate passed the House bill 
creating a police pension fund for 
the city of Louisville, similar to 
the firemen's pension fund created 
by act of the last Legislature.
